Declares When He Resigns it

Oct. 20-—-Provisienal 
President Huerta has not resigned, nor 
has he fled from the capital. When 
seen at the national palace at 5 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon he said he had no 
intention of doing ~ either. “When =I 
resign,” said General Huerta, “it will 
be to seek a resting place six feet in 
the soil. When I flee from the capital 
it will be to shoulder a rifle and take 
iny place in the 
rebels,” 

This was President Huerta’s ans- 
wer to queries as to whether there was 
any foundation for the reports which 
have been freely circulated = in— 
capital, and found their way to 
United States, 

General Huerta looked the picture 
of health and energy. <Attired in 
brand new dark sack suit, he greeted 
the associated press © correspondent 
with extreme cordiality, motioned him 
to a seat, asked for a cigarette, and 
listened to the explanation of the mot- 
ive for the visit. 

“So it is reported that I have fled,” 
said the president. “You can see for 
yourself that IT am here at my post. 
To say that I have resigned, or intend 
to resign, is an absolute falsehood. 1 
have no intention of resigning. 

“Should the elections, which will be 
held as I promised, indicate anothe? 
for the presidency, IT shall step aside. 
Until that time you will find me here, 
complying with my promises to the na- 
tion, which are to re-establish peace, 
within the law if possible, but to re- 
establish peace.”

So rapidly and satisfactorily has the 
syork of preparation and construction 
progressed since that announcement 
was made that it is now confidently 
predicted by Harris D. H. Connick, | 
director of works, that the time of!

month, so that the great structures 
will be ready to receive their exhibits 
fn May of next year, nine months be- 
fore the day of opening. 

The main exhibit palaces are 11 
fn number—those for Machinery, fine 
arts, horticulture, education, food pro- 
ducts, agriculture, transportation 
mines and metallurgy, manufacturers, 
liberal arts and varied industries, In 
addition ,there will be a great perma- 
nent auditorium, built of steel, stone | 
and brick, in San Fravcisco's — civic 
center; a handsome Californias? ite} 
huilding in mission architecture, festi- 
val hall where the conventions of the 
world will meet and the motor trans- 
portation building. 

The palace. of machinery is today

WHERE THE MONEY GOES 
UNDER BORDEN RULE. 

A few days ago a brief paragraph appeared in a number 
of tory papers, announcing that the government had let 
several contracts. Naturally the majority of these were for 
drill halls, to be added to the collection of over 50 that Colonel 
the Hon. Sam Hughes had already got through. The order 
in which these contracts went, with the populations of the 
places which got the works, make interesting reading as an 
exemplification of the manner in which Mr. Borden is not 
carrying oul his promises of economy, These are the places 
favored with the last bunch of public works. 

Beauport. Que., contract let for a $30,000 drill hall. 
According to the census of 1911, Beauport’s population was 
3,546, of which 1,775 were males. In 1901 Beauport’s 
population was 6,800, 

Kemptville, Ont. contract let for drill hall to-cost 
$11,800. According to the census of 1911, Kemptville had 
a population of- 1,192, as against 1,623 in 1901. 

Greenwood, B.C., contract let for public building to cost 
$41,000. Greenwood’s population, according to the census 
of 1911, was 778, as against 1,359 in 1901. 

With huge expenditures of this kind for very small places 
—and these are merely typical of similar public works expen- 
ditures of the present year—it is small wonder that Canada 
has the highest tax rate of any country in the world, without 
spending the vast sums on defence and offence that the old 
countries of Europe have to provide for. 


FOLLOWING THE PRECEDENTS 
ESTABLISHED AT OTTAWA, 3 

During the discussion on the speech from the throne, the 
members of the opposition in the Alberta legislature made 
various excuses for the failure of Mr. Borden to keep his pledge 
and turn over their natural resources to the prairie provinces. 
One of the favored excuses was that inasmuch as Alberta-had 
only returned one supporter of Mr. Borden, this must be | 
accepted as an indication that the province was opposed to 
his policies and averse to having ifs natural resources. When 
the honorable minister of public works stated on the floor of 
the house on Saturday evening that, inasmuch as he no longer 
represented Medicine Hat constituency but was sworn to 
represent Little Bow, it did not devolve upon him to press 
the claims of Med?cine Hat for a new court house. Accord- 
ing to the opposition theory with respect to the resources, 
when Medicine Hat rejected the minister of public works, it 
intimated, in effect, that it did not want a court house. If 
Mr. Borden and his followers so construed the attitude of 
Alberta with respect to the natural resources, his followers 
could not with propriety censure the minister of public works 
for following such a noble example. The opposition refused 
to consider the question as a joke, however, thereby swallow- 
ing their own utterances holus bolus, much to their own dis- 
comfiture and the amusement of the government members.

Whether the Churchill proposal is carried into effect or 
not, however, the fact that it is made and seriously accepted 
tor consideration will come as a rude shock to the Borden 
policy, which represents that there is an emergency amounting 
to a condition almost verging upon war. If any such emerg- 
ency as the Borden party proclaims really existed in Europe, 
one would suppose that Churchill would be afraid to propose 
ihe cessation of battleship construction, lest his very proposal 
he taken as a sign of weakness amounting almost to dissolu- 
tion, 


With Churchill’s proposal there is not much left of the 
Borden emergency.

FIRST THINGS. | 


FIRST NAVAL BATTLE. 

The first great and decisive naval 
battle was fought at Salamis, between 
the Greek and Persian fleets, 2,393 
years ago today, October 20, 480 B.C. 
Themistocles, the Athenian commander, 
had 3866 vessels to oppose the Persian 
fleet of nearly 2,000 sail. Facing such 
a superior force, most of the Greeks 
wanted to sail away, but Themistocles 
was determined upon immediate bat- 
tle. He sent work to Xerxes, the Per- 
sian king, informing him that the 
Greck fleet would attempt to escape, 
and advising him to guard both ends 
of the strait. The Persian monarch 
followed this advice and the Greeks, 
“bottled up,” were forced to fight. The 
battle began early in the morning and 
continued throughout the day. The 
Persian king, who hoped to make 
Greece a province of Persia as the fruit 
of the conflict, “sate on the rocky brow 
which looks o'er sea-born Salamis,” 
and gazed down to “where ships py 
thousands lay below." Byron contin- 
ues: “He counted them at break of day 
—and when the sun set where were 
they?"

RECIPES FOR MENUS. 


Oatmeal Biscuits. 

Pour two cups of hot milk over one 
cup of uncooked oatmeal. Add four 
tablespoons of butter, or part lard, and 
one teaspoon of salt. When lukewarm 
add one cak2 of compressed yeast so*t- 
ened in four tablespoons of cold water. 
Add half a cup of molasses and a cup 
and a half each of entire wheat and 
white flour, Cover and set aside till 
doubled. Beat well, add more fiour if 
very soft aud let rise again. Turn into 
buttered muffin pans and when nearly 
double, bake. 

Oyster Fritters. — 

Chop one dozen oysters. Season with 
salt and pepper, add one tablespoon of 
flour and the same of bread crumbs, 
the yolk of one raw egg, two slices 
of broiled bacon cut fine, a few chop- 
ped chives, one coffee spoon of baking 


powder. Mix well, and drop by 
spoonsful in hot fat. Serve on a fold- 
ed napkin with parsley and lemon 


slices. 
Jellied Chicken Essence. 

Reserve the breast and legs of a 
three-pound fowl. Put the rest in a 
sauce-pan with. one calf's foot. Season 
with salt, pepper end one teaspoonful 
of curry powder. Add six whole to- 
matoes, one clove of garlic, one pound 
of sliced onions, the same of leeks and 
carrots. Simmer three hours, strain 
through cheesecloth and chill, Serve 
in cups. 

Mushrooms For Lamb. 

Chop the stems of a dozen large 
fresh mushrooms with two teaspoons 
of shallots or onions, one of chives, one 
of parsley and eight ounces of bread 
crumbs. Bind with one-quarter of a 
pound of butter and stuff this into the 
inverted mushrooms caps. Cook for 10 
minutes in @ hot oven in the same pan 
with the lamb.

SOMETHING: HERE 
TO WORRY ABOUT 


Diameter of Universe is Fixed 
at Only 6,334,961,680,- 
000, 000 Miles, 


The boundaries of the universe have 


been discovered, according to a report | 


received at the National Observatory 
from Prof. R.-T. A. Innes, director of 
the Union Observatory at Johannes- 
burf, South Africa. The announce- 
ment is ‘regarded “with interest by 
astronomers all over the world. 

The universe, Prot. Innes asserts, is 
contained within thd. space girdled by 
the Milky Way, andthe figures that the 
most distant stur in’ that wonderful 
girdle is 540 light Years distant from 
the earth, Inasmuch.as the planetary 
system, of which the earth is a mem- 
ber, is commonly supposed by as- 
tronomers to be close to the centre of 
the area embraced by the Milky Way, 
and inasmuch us light travels 186,000 
miles a second, or over five and three- 
quarters quadrillion miles a year, the 
diameter of the universe, by Prof. 
Innes’ calculation, is 6,384,961,680,000, - 
000 miles, This is the distance light 
would travel in 1,080 years, A ray of 
light takes 16 minutes and 86 seconds 
to travel the diameter of the earth's 
orbit, 

The so-called “helium stars,” the 
Johannesburg astronomer avers, are 
the most distant of all stars from the 
earth. The helium stars are peculiar 
to the Milky Way, 

Js there anything outside the uni- 
verse? On this point Prof. Innes does 
not venture a positive opinion, but he 
gays that the most powerful _tele- 
scopes penetrate far into space, be- 
yond the boundaries of the universe— 
revealing nothing. In particular, he 
says, there is absolutely no. sign of 
other universes of similarly consti- 
tuted stellar systems. 

He looked out beyond the universe— 
the air in South Africa is very clear,— 
but hs telescope discovered in those 
far-away depths of space none of those 
vague clouds called “nebulae,” which 
some astronomers suppose to be star- 
systems in process of formation, Many 
of. these enebulae are spiral-looking, 
und the conjecture is that they are 
whirling around and around, condens- 
ing themselves into solid globes, on 
which life may later appear, 

The number of stars, according to 
Prof. Innes, is limited, falling far short

After being lost for three weeks in ¢ 
snowstorm so that his twelve pack 
horses were unable to travel more 
than four miles a day, Manager Arthur 
Aylesworth, of the Lyceum theatre, re- 
turned to Edmonton at 8.30 yesterday 
morning witha carload of specimens 
of mountain goats» and sheep and 
equipment used in his three months’ 
exploration trip through the north- 
west. Four assistants, including a mo- 
tion picture photographer, returned 
with Mr, Aylesworth. The pack horses 
were left at Hinton, and will be brought 
to Mdmonton within the next two or 
three weeks, 

“We obtained about 5,000 feet of 
motion pictures of . mountain goats 
and sheep, deer and caribou in action,” 
said Mr. Aylesworth last night. In 
several cases we endangered our lives 
to get the pictures of the meuntain 
goat, but it was well worth while as 
more life-Hke specimens, of animals in 
the wild state have never before been 
seen in Idmonton.. Ordinary photo- 
graphs of the wild’ and uncharted re- 
gions 1,000 miles northwest of Edmon- 
ton were also obtained. These with the 
specimens of goat and mountain sheep 
heads will be placed on exhibition in 
the Calgary museum,”
